El Paso, Texas, Dec. 24.—Mexican 


rebels, personally commanded by 
General Pascual Orozco Jr., have 
captures Casas Grandes, the most 
important town in the ranching and 
lumbering 
district 
southwest of 


Juarez. 


A column of SOO men marching 
against the rebels at Ascencion was 
defeated, it is announced. The fel- 
erai commander, General Jose 
E. 
Blanco, was taken prisoner. 


Confirming this report, S. D. Am- 
brose, an American hotel 
man of 
Columbus, X. M., arrived here on 
Monday. He was in Ascencion at 
the time of its capture last Wednes- 
day and talked with General Salazar. 
•whose forces took the town. While 
there a messenger arrived 
directly 


from General Orozco with a 
letter 


from the rebel leader saying that he 
had taken Casas Grandes and" de- 
feated Blanco. 


Blanco"s force was entrapp'ed, the 
rebel report says, in a canyon north 
of Casas Grandes. 
Aside from cap- 
turing many rifles and much ammu- 
nition the rebels secured two can- 
non. 
Details of the battles are 
lacking, but Casas Grandes was ta- 
ken easily. Orozco wrote, as the fed- 
-erals-left only -20<V men to protect 
the town, all of whom were slain. 


By taking 
Casas Grandes, 
the 
scene of a hard struggle in the Ma- 
dera revolution, in which the rebels 
were repulsed, the 
Orozco revolu- 
tionists control the Mexican North- 
western railway, which runs between 
Juarez on the border and Chihuahua 
City, the state capital. The territory 
tributary to the American railway, 
which includes the Pearson Syndi- 
cate's lumbering towns of 
Pearson 


and Madera and the San Pedro min- 
ing district, also is brought 
under 
rebel rule. 


The railway wires are not operat- 


ing from Chihuahua City nor below 
Juarez, and no railway confirmation 
of the town's fall could be secured. 
The attack was made on old Casas 
Grandes. the largest town in the dis- 
trict. The railway offices and the 
American homes are at the new 
town, several miles away, and it is 
believed that no foreigners were in- 
jured. 


After taking Ascencion, 14 federal 
prisoners, including a captain, were 
executed in the public plaza, refugees 
reported yesterday.

skyscrapers 
along Broadway, New York. Anoth- 
er feature, and .one that promises to 
make a direct appeal because of the 
gentle charm and naturalness, is a 
study of bird life in the exact tints 
and hues of nature.

The 
oil is-absorbed-by the dough and the 
chips stick to it, and there is no other 
known 8nbstance-~which can be used 
as a wfeer without leaving some small 
portion attached to the thing wiped.
